ALLIED PROTEST TO GERMANY. 


Alleged Failure to. Disarm. 


Berlin, March 30. 

Tho Inter-Alliew ‘Military Commission handed a Note to Ger- 
many of March 18, pointing out that disarmament, had not been 
completed, especially as regards machine-guns, as the number 
available for .training purposes still equaliod the number 
surrendered ; also thet a great mass of weapons had been taken to 
pieces and classed as spare parts, the total valie of which was 
over a milliard marks, while quantities of automatic pistols, grenade- 
throwers, and artillery at Kuestrin, Koenigsberg, Loetzen, Pillau, 
Marienburg, ete, had not been delivered. bear 

The Note requests that the omissions be reineditid- by March 31 
and points out that the provisions of the Paris Notv.of January 29 
as regards manufactures had not been met. : ; 

. Germany replied ou, March. 26, declavinn thig@the Reicbawohr 
had only the quantities of guns, bomb-throwers and: machine-guns 
laid down by Article 164 of the Treaty and the Spa Protocol. 

Germany furthermore claims that the Treaty does not preseribo 
the numbers for’ other armaments, and that the possessions do not 
exceed the requirements of an Army of 100,000, . claiming that 
training weapons could pot be reckoned as weapons in sense of the 
Treaty, as they had been made unserviceable. The reply denies 
the statement as regards the wéapons taken to pieces, declaring 
that ‘a further surrender of guns from the eastern fortresses is 
impossible iz the present conditions. Therefore -Germany has a 
Treaty right to the retention thereof, while as regards coastal works 
the delivery of the whole material is now progressing. The reply 
finally urges that Germany has not infringed any of, the disarma- 
ment provisions of the Treaty and is ready to submit the points of 
difference to an impartial court of Arbitration.

HARBOUR BRIDGE. | 


Advocated Twenty Years 
- Ago. F 


A newcomer to Hongkong, who 
hag resided in the Colony . for 
only a few months and who is 
interested sin the ‘development of 
the harbour, writes enquiring how 
long the question of erecting a 
bride across the harbour has been’ 
before the public, and whether 
we can give him any ideas 
as to the nature of the. project. 

The reply is that the matter has 
been raised many times within 
the past twenty years or more. In; 
1901, the then Harbour Master, 
(Commander Runisey) advocated 
such a bridge and ‘in tlie following 
year he agai ‘urgéd its provis- 
jon, contending that instead 
of carrying out extensive 
reclamation schemes on - the 
island, Kowloon and ‘the New 
Territories should be utilised and. 
developed, a course which could ; 
not be thoroughly. carried out 
until communication had been 
made easy. He estimated the 
cost of a bridge at nine million 
dollars, and = proposed ~— that 
passengers using it should pay a 
toll of five cents, except in the 
case of coolies, who should pay 
one cent. This, he estimated, 
would produce $180,000 annually, 
which would be two per cent. of 
the estimated cost of the bridge. 
In addition, he suggested a toll 
on vehicles, animals, ete. He 
gdded that a.tunnel beneath tho 
harbour had been suggested, but 
that whilst this would no doubt 
offer some advantages’ not 
possessed in his scheme, after 
consideration he favoured. a 
bridge. The Teleyraph, ir an 
editorial on the subject, 
remarked. that with the success 
cf the Hoogly bridge connecting 
Howrah with Calcutta, there 
was no valid. reason why. a 
Hongkong-Kowloon bridge sh ould 
not be @ remunerative undertak- 
ing.

That trenchant writer, Mr. ,) 


T.. Raymond, has an; articte on 
the Prime Minister in the new

T once compared, Mr. Lloyd 
George (he writes) to William 
Pitt the elder, Superficially no 
two. people could be less alike 
than. the cadet of a great. 
oligarchiz family and the ward 
pupil of the Welsh cobbler. But 
it ix true of Mr. Lioyd George 
an of Pitt, that the part is rreater 
than the whole; subtraction ‘of 
much will leave the sum more, 
There was a lesser Pitt, there 
in a leaser Lloyd George. But 
the lesser. Pitt disappeared under 
the stimulus of stupendous events, 
and the lesser’ Licyd George 
is never visible in a great crisia. 
’ Thus we find, in surveying the 
record of the. past six’ veara, an 
infinity of things-on which the 
small critic mav fasten. This 
apeoch was unduly inflated ; that 
-act was precipitate; thern wassome 
extravaganco here, there was some 
miscalculation there. Tn other 
worde, we are dealing with the 
very imperfect work of a man, 
and not the perfect work of a god. 


NO SINEGURR, * 

It is only wifen: we got away 
from the canvas a little that we 
sce the picture; even as it stands, 
with the. varnishing day still 
distant, Pat, seen from any 
reasonable angle . of — vision, 
the picture can hardly fail to 
impress an observer who knows 
something, af the difficulties at- 
taching to the art-of government, 
‘and especially to the art of gov- 
ernment in a State of democratic 
constitution. 

It is not only a political portent, 
itis also a medical. marvel, thut 
Mr. Lloyd George has notlong ago 
brokon down under the weight of 
hia responsibilities. 

From the first shot. at Vise 
to the last before Mons his broad 
shoulders were made tho deposi- 
tory of every special war burden. 
When questionsof money, the pre- 
servation of national and private 
eredit, were most urgent, he was 
at tho Treasury. When the one 
pressing problem became muni- 
tions, ho was charged with the 
creation of the vast machinery 
which was destined ultimately to 
dafeat the enemy. 

When Trish affairs became 
desnerate, it was this man, and 
no other, who was called away to 
advire as ttlement, When Lord 
Kitchener died, it was he alone 
who could be énvisared as a 
successor at.tbe War Office. And 
finally, when the whole machin- 
ery of the State seemed {4 he top- 
pling into chaos or creeping inta 
paralysis, it was again he who 
emerged’ as the only thinkable 
Prime Minister.

The Fisher Scheme at 
Work.) 
Tho first day coptinuation 
schools for children of fourteen to 
sixteen, under the Fisher scheme 
in the Act of 1918, were opened: 
in London by the County Council, 
and ovor 80 per cent. of the 15,000 
possible pupils attended. They 
are the children who left school 
just ‘before Christmas, and they 
are required to put in (from 
working hours, if at work) oight 


hours a week in two sessions of 


four hours. eh Shh > aS 

. The 15.000 pupils will, by the 
end of the year, as their ranks 
are joined by other children 
leaving school, hecome 6€,000, 
and by. the beginning. of 1923 
120,000. At the end of five yeara, 
when young people of 16 to 18 
and the teaching of trades are 
brought within the ‘scope of the 
scheme, the total will be 240,000, 

These ‘schools, though they 
cover much the same field ‘as 
the elementary schools, are dif- 
‘ferent from the latter in method 
and variation of curriculum. The 
endeavour is. made to make this 
further schooling as fresh and 
attractive ox possible, The 
subjects in the London schools 
include _ history, geography; 
drawing, manual training, acion- 
ce, physical training (which is the 
only obligatory subject) and cal- 
culations hased on the occupation 
of the students.

Story of a Big Bonus on’ — 
: December 1. 


‘At the resumed hearing: of the 
case against leading officials of 
Farrow’s Bank for issuing alleged 
false balance sheets at the. Guild- 
hall, Sir Richard Muir (prosecut- 
ing counsel) gaid that Mr. Read 
{of Messrs. Norton, Read and Co.. 
who secured contro] of the bank) 
was expected from America ina 
few days. : . 

Counsel asked Mr, W. H. Jones, 
joint manager at Cheapside, if he 
knew anything about Messrs, 
Norton, Read and Co. having a 
dinner at the Carlton Hotel and 
distributing £10,000 among the 
bank's staff. : 

Witnoss : Ldid not get any of it. 

But did vou know that Norton, 
Read and Co. proposed to 
distribute £10,C00 of the bank's 
money in thia way ?—No, r 

Did Norton, Read and Co. 
increase the salaries of the staff 
by 25 per cent.?--There was a 
bonus given on December 1, Ido 
not know what that would came 
to. . . 

Replying to Sir Richard Muir, 
witness said he was at the bank's 
annual mecting on August 31, 
when Mr. arrow referred to 
the staff's demand for increased 
salaries, and said: 

“Tbelieve in giving @ man 
absolutely what he is worth, 
and we have resolved to in- 
crease the salaries all round 
np to the extent of £20,000." 
Witness added that a bonus was 

under consideration before Mr, 
Read was appointed managing 
director. Sir Laurence Halsey, 
the liquidator, was recalled, and 
was cross-examined as to the 
valuation of assets of the bank. 
He said he.was not a.valuer, and 
did not think he would be qualified 
to value one of the properties. 
He said he did not suggest the 
Dreadnought Company had no 
assets; he suggested they had 
no works. He could not admit 
any further valud than cost. 

Counsel: J pnt it to you that 
what you put down was the 
mere cost, J suggest that the 
evidence should not have been 
given.

Chinese Contracts, 

The -growing practice among 
Dealors of insisting on Chinese 
Contracts in the case of certain 
articles, thereby ‘absolving them 
from all responsibility after ship- 
ment, is greatly to be deprecated. 
It is a comparatively recent ‘in- 
novation and its obvious danger, 
that is of substitution, adultera- 
tion, faulty packing and other 


-| tricks at which certain dealerg are 


adept, should be sufficent evidence 
of the necessity of its suppres- 
sion,’ The co-operation of mem- 
bers is essential if the desired end 
is to-be achieved. and we there- 
fore earnestly request you to re- 
fuse to accept such contracts. 


Wood-Oil Tests, 

This knotty problem ia still, I 
regret to say, unsettled. You will 
remember that last year, about the 
end of April, saniples were sent 
to various bodies in the United 
States, analyécd by Mr, Dovey, the 
Government Analyst, with the re- 
quest that an analysis be made by 
them in the same manner in order 
that a standard form might be 
arrived at. The replies so far 
receivod—I do not say in all cases 
but in some cases are very un- 
satisfactory—do. not shiw any 
great desire to assist us. For 
instance, Mr. Worstall, whose test 
is insisted upon by many Impor- 
ters in the United States, writes 
of his test as a small scale varnish, 
operation and contends that no 
one is qualified to test wood-oil 
satisfactorily who has not had ex- 
perience of the making, testing 
and use of wood-oil; experience 
which he apparently professes to 

have had, [I quote Mr. Dovey: in 
saying that as long as Mr. Worstall 
and other chemists in the United 
States contiuue to talk of judging 
wood-oil by means of sccret un- 
published tests, the expont to. the 
States will continue under almost 
unworkable conditions, 

The New York Produce Ex- 
change, although parcel receipt 
for sample was handed to them 
on 2nd. June, did not apparently 
obtain delivery until 29th, Octo- 
ber, when they wrote requesting a 
remittance of G$20 to cover cost 
before sending the sample to be 
tested, and we are still without 
a result of that test! We shall 
contince to hammer away with 
Mr. Dovey’s assistance but receive 
little or no encouragement, 


Surveys. 

Chamber of Commerce survoys 
appear to be of no practical value, 
since thoy are entirely ignored by 
arbitrators In London znd else- 
where, in the evont of a dispute 
as to quality or condition.

CHINESE TEACHERS ON STRIKE. 


Tn'‘the closing months of last year the Chinese teachers 
presented the authorities in Peking with a demand in 
respect of arrears of salary. The petitioners were temper- 
ate enough, as, having regard to the Government's financial 
difficulties, they pzatriotically restricted. their demand, 
except in respect of primary school teachers, to a payment 
on account of the four or five months’ salary overdue. 
After a good deal of persuasion, plus some mild threats 
by the teachers that they would have to suspend their 
activities for lack of the necessary sustenance to carry on 
unless they were paid something, the authorities handed 

_ over a portion of the arrears. That is apparently all the 
remuneration that the long-suflering preceptors have been 
able to extract. The teachers have now adopted a more 
drastic-attitude. Fuiling satisfaction, all the teachers at 
Peking University and cognate institutions ‘‘came out” on 
the 14th inst. The dilemma has proved too much for Mr. 
Fan Yuen-lien, the Minister of Education, who has asked 
the Cabinet to relieve him of his post on a double ground. 
Mr. Fan modestly gives “the poverty of himself in talent” 
as the first reason, but, while his Ministry has certainly 
not been a success, it may well be doubted whether anybody 
else would have done better in the face of the other reason 
—to wit, the Department’s lack of funds. 

‘The Joint Council of the ‘Teachers, under the energetic 
leadership of Prof Ma Shu-luen, one of the lecturers, and 
some colleagues, has issued a noteworthy manifesto “To 
the Nation.” ‘The document is well worth persual for its 
clear, concise statement of the difficulties under which. the 
institutions for imparting higher education have laboured, 

- and is additionally important by its direct appeal to public 
opinion. How far it will succeed in enlisting general 
support is difficult to say, but the organisers of the protest 
movement (who are also memorialising the Government) 
have adopted. what is probably the best. course available, 
and we are glad to see that the vernacular Press in the 
capital and elsewhere is- giving the teachers’ case liberal 
publicity... The students are with the teachers practically 
to aman. ee 

In brief, the teachers demand that definite permanent 
provision shall be made for the payment of salaries. They 
suggested that.a portion of the railway revenues be employed 
for education, and.met with cold comfort, for the authorities 
were dble'to answer, with a generous allotment of truth, 

-» that. these are already hypothecated to the loans service. 
{Taking wider ground; the teachers appeat-to contemplate a 
. Qeem whereby all the public revenues shall be paid into one 
National Exchequer, from which payments shall be made to 
each: Department or: Ministry in accordance with the figures 
oted in the National Budget.

Our Telephones, 
- Telephone companies, like the 
newspapers, get more kicks than 
he'pence during the course of a 
year. -In his interview with us 
yesterday, Mr. Bonnett said 
telephone systeme in a’! parts. of 
the world are always being black- 
guorded. We suppose that is so. 
Somehow, the mere lifting of the 
receiver seems to 
induce a epirit of irritability. with 
moat of us, and we know of 
nothing quite comparable to the 
the impatience 
which we feel when kept waiting 
on the ‘phone. We don't envy 
the telephone operators in their 


.|job—they get all the curses .and 


no ‘thanks. Even so, we ate 
not going to say that there’ is no 
justification for many of the com- 
plaints which we. hoar regarding 
our local service. We are, indeed, 
surprised to learn that in Hong- 
kong we are better served than 
they are in Shanghai. The latter 
port has our sincerest sympathy. 
Another statenent which almost 
took us off our feet was that the 
local Company ‘has received no 
complaints from European sub: 
scribers. Since when? Perhaps 
folk are tired of making thom. 
Next to the fall in the dollar; we 
should say the most prolific sub- 
ject of grievance in Hongkong is 
our telephorie service. Nobody 
has a good word to say for it. 


What’s Needed. 


Mr. Bennett gave some surpris- 
ing figures regarding the extent 
to which the telephone is used in 
Hongkong, and he is entitled to 


‘|be proud of the work which tho 


Company gets through in tho 
course of a day. Lot us be fair, 
too, and compliment all concern- 
ed on gotting through as woll as 
they do. But the impression left 
with us is that the Colony has so 
grown that, as in many other 
matters, our present telophone 
service is inadequate to meet 
present demands. [t seems, how- 
ever, a8 if there is some 
promise .of bigger and hetter 
equipment in the future. We 
don't’ profess to know any- 
thing about the technical side of 
this telephone business, but, in 
frequent use of the ‘phone, we 
have come to the conclusion that 
there ‘is something radically 
wrong with the system. To 
attempt to talk to Kowloon or 
even Quarry Bay is to make one’s 
self hoarse in an endeavour to be 
heard at the other end of the 
line. What would happen if we 
were ‘connected up with Canton 
we cannot imagine. Summing 
the whole matter up, it seoms to 
us that what Hongkong needs is 


a bigger. and more modern system. |. 


Let’s hope that we shan’t have 
long to wait for it. 


What’s the Game? 


Does the reappearance in 
Hungary of ex-Emperor Karl of 
Austria presage further trouble 
for that distressed country? It 
looks as though it. might, 
especially since he is credited 
with the intention of becoming 
monarch. The Regent has politely 
requested him to return to his 
former exile, but he is said to 
have expressed his determination 
not to leave the country.

p.m. I steered 8. 46 W. to come 
inside the Lammooks. The ship 
was in good seaworthy condition 
and well found. There was a strong 
north-east breeze and following 
sea. I get the course to come 
down the Brothers. I passed the 
Brothers at 11.20 pm, 34% 
milesoff. [keptthe same course to 
make for Lammock Island light 
half point on the port bow. We 
passed Lammocks . Light 144 
miles off at 1.50 a.m. on January 
29th. Iset the course across the

magnetic. At 3.20 a.m, I picked 
up the Cape of Good Hope, 
and then steered © straight 
for it. I relieved the first mate 
at 4fa.m. and took charge my- 
self. The Cape of Good Hope 
light was right ahead at the time. 
Testimate we were three miles 
away at 4 a.m. The Chief Officer 
told me he estimated the light 
three miles away. At five 
minutes past four, I picked up 
Green Island, about one point 
on the starboard bow. 

ported the helm and brought 
Green Island one -point 
on the port bow. At this time it 
was blowing very hard with a 
north-east monsoon afd a strong 
setting current. ‘I was keeping 
Green Island in sight all the 
time.’ The belm was kept aport 
and remained so until the ship 
struck. I thought I should 
pass Green Island at least 
a mile, which then would have 
taken me to the pilot groutids. 
I had wired from Amoy for a 
pilot to be waiting for me-at 4 
am. My reasons were owing to 
the Chinese New Year and being

Haig's infantry is 114,000 below 
strength, and he has been com- 
pelled with dwindling resources 
to increase his commitments by 
taking over more front from the 
French. As the Germans ere 
steadily reinforcing their armies 
in the West, the obvious 
course seems to be to make 
good Haig’s deficiencies. Our 
Prime Minister waves his critics 
aside, declarés that, this is- do- 
mestic matter ‘in which the Ver- 
gailles conference has’ no voice, 
and hints at a social revolution if 
the country is asked for more 
men. He propounds an alter- 
native plan, and proposes that 
1918 should be devoted to knock- 
ing out tho Turk. The -fact is 
that Mr. Lloyd George's famous 
Paris speech, delivered after the 
Italian disaster at Carporetto, 
was no mere outburst of emotion. 
He sincerely believed the barrier 
in the West to be impenetrable, 
he could not endure the horrible 
slaughter of- the battlefields of 
France, and he set his ‘military 
judgement against that of his 
military advisers. Thinking any 
reinforcement to Haig unneces- 
sary, he refused to: provide more 
men; holding that our lines in 
France were safe, he dreamed of, 
a brilliant campaign in the Holy 
Land, to which both his own 
Chief of Staff and Clemenceau 
strongly objected. This, in itself 
is serious enough, but worse 
followed. Ludendorff penctrated 
the barrier in the West and came 
near to winning the war. The 
men who had heen refused were 
found in a hurry,; the troops who 
had been kept in -Palestine were 
hurried ‘to France. Then the 
Prince Minister rose in his place 
in the House, and, after these 
months of controversy on the 
question of man-power, announc- 
ed that the Army in France was 
“considerably stronger”: than it 
had ‘been in: the previous year, 
and’ ‘that ‘the - number. or British 
troops in Egypt and. Palestine 
was trifling.. Inference" I have 
done all that:man could:do to win 
the--war, the pigme reste with the 
stupid soldiers. who. are fighting 
with their - baoks,to the wall.’, 
When.

promised and skilfully postponed 
until the tide of war had turned, 
and attention was drawn from the 
disastrous events of the spring of 
1918, Haig’s dispatches were 
withheld and amended, and then, 
before awkward questions could 
be asked, while the memory of
